They are Don Beiter, 19, a 
student at Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege, and Bob Case, also 19, 
and a John Muir College stu¬ 
dent. 

Enjoyed especially by the 
grade-school pupils Tuesday 
were pictures showing the Oki¬ 
nawa children’s faces when the 
goats were delivered to their 
island home. 

’The Sierra Madre children 
had followed with close, inter¬ 
est all reports of the goat ex¬ 
pedition. Their teachers had 
taken them to see the MacNab 
Goat Farm one day last spring, 
and the children learned the 
importance of goat milk to 
people of war-ravaged lands. 

Beiter and Case left the 
United States April 4 of this 
year. With several other 
“herdsmen,” they were in 
charge of the valuable goat 
cargo aboard the S.S. Fleet- 
wood, a Merchant Marine re¬ 
frigeration ship. 

Of the original 288 goats, 
several died during the ardu¬ 
ous sea voyage. However, these 
were replaced by several births 


and the final tally when the 
ship docked showed a net gain 
of one goat. 

The two youths spent six 
weeks on Okinawa, then land¬ 
ed briefly in Japan on the re¬ 
turn trip. Their ship also had 
as its cargo tons of food sup¬ 
plies for U.S. troops stationed 
in occupied Japan. 

The goat expedition was part 
of the “Heifers for Relief” pro¬ 
gram which has its Southern 
California headquarters in 
Pasadena. Through this pro¬ 
gram, heifers were sent to 
countries in Europe; goats were 
sent to the Pacific area. 

Dave Norcross is the South¬ 
ern California chairman of 
“Heifers for Relief.”

According to her owner, 
Alex Black of 445 E. Monteclto, 
Wllhelmina died in convulsions 
Saturday evening, Oct. 22. He 
reports that his dog was play¬ 
ing happily one minute, and 
lying on the ground near death 
the next. 

An autopsy of the St. Ber¬ 
nard’s stomach revealed a 
large quantity of strychnine. 

Chief of Police Gordon G. 
McMillan reminded citizens to¬ 
day that animal poisoning is 
a rrflsdemeanor, punishable by 
six months in the County Jail, 
a $500 fine, or both.

Outlining his grim experi¬ 
ence during World War II Nor- 
en Eaton Tuesday noon ad¬ 
dressed the Sierra Madre Ki- 
wanis Club. 

The local attorney and for¬ 
mer city judge presented a 
sparkling satire on his “ups 
and downs” —through the 
ranks, that is—in the Califor¬ 
nia State Guard. 

Shockingly realistic was his 
graphic description of the now- 
famous “Defense of Chino.” 

“That was the time we had 
firing pins in our rifles and 
real ammunition,” Eaton relat¬ 
ed with more than a trace of 
nostalgia in his voice. 

Eaton concluded his remarks 
with a challenge to the Sierra 
Madre Kiwanis Club—still in 
a humorous vein. 

“I propose that our next 
project be the erection of a me¬ 
morial to local men who never 
were in the armed services.

“The ballot proposition 
would read. That a special tax 
of 25 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation be levied for the pur¬ 
pose of raising $35,000 for this 
memorial.’

DROPS HALF MILLION 

Secretary of State Frank M. 
Jordan announced this week 
that registration for the Nov. 
special state election totals 4,- 
568,477—498,550 less than were 
eligible to vote in last win¬ 
ter’s presidential election. 

Jordan said this was because 
county clerks and registrars 
of voters earlier this year had 
purged over 850,000 from the 
rolls for various reasons, in¬ 
cluding conviction of a felony, 
removal from the county or 
state, failure to vote, insanity, 
and death. More than 350,000 
voters were added to the rolls, 
however, he said. 

In Los Angeles County, there 
are 4957 voting precincts and

Papers 
should be burned in the morn¬ 
ing, and the fire should be 
completely out before other pa¬ 
pers are added. 

Papers placed in incinerators 
in the afternoon have been 
known to “take off.” 

This is not only VERY an¬ 
noying to your neighbors, but 
you are subject to a “ticket” 
for burning out of hours. 

There really is no excuse for 
burning illegally.
